In debating we regret to report that the Inter-University 
Dominion Championship Cup has left us, for a while, after a one

Our work in dramatics this year has been most gratifying. Apart 
from minor productions, the Dramatic Society staged one of their 
most spectacular f7fddiidfigfg endeavors, the famous medical drama, 
"Yellow Jack."

It is 
hoped we shall be able to offer the boys fairly frequent films of 
both an educational and recreational character. 

The Loyola COTC under the command of Col. John Long has lived up 
to its traditions of past years. Its recent Military Assault-at-Arms 
is considered the finest it has ever effered. The cadets had also 
the privilege of being assigned 2 post of honpr as guardiand to fhheir 
Majesties during the recent Royal Visit. Their performance upon that 
occasion was a signal for many flattering comments. The work of

fying record. The football team won the Provincial Championship 
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of the Intermediate Interscholastic League. Our hockey players have 
gor the second consecutive year secured for Loyola the Dominion 
Championship of the same league. More important still than trophies 


and championships has been the continued maintaining of clean 





sportsmanship and also the very fine response from all studants 
to the appeal of the intra-mural leagues, which give every student 
an opvortunity to take part in athletic endeavor. In order to 
encourage still further this response we are striving to put the 
campus in still better condition than it has known for a number of 
years, and a new, 3 fourth playing field will probably be realy 
before another year has elapsed. 

Although our Maintenance Fund Campaign was not & complete 
success, still it is none the less due to our friends’ generosity 
that our financial position has definitely improved this year. The 
smaller amount of money spent for interest and the gradually 
increasing number of students give us hope that next year, iZ not 
this year, we shall at long last more than balance our budget. 
To realize this hope we rely both upon the continued generosity of 
our friends who have pledged themselves to help us and upon their 
lively interest in Loyola, which we trust will prompt them to direct 
‘towards us a still greater number of the type of students we have been 
so fortunate in the past to acquire. To all our friends, whose assistance 
we value most highly, we are deeply grateful.
